' Toronto, Jan. 19—A special to the 
Telegram from Washington _ this 
morning says: The reciprocity con- 
ference, after two sessions at the 


state department yesterday, adjourn- 
ed till Friday, presumably to allow the 
Canadian ministers to report progress 
to the government at Ottawa and to 
obtain its approval before the final 
agreement tomorrow or Saturday to 
the treaty as negotiated by members 


of the Canadian goverfiment and ap- 
proved by the Canadian government 
gves into effect. 

Tt is Different. 

The Canadian and United States 
negotiators are not in the same boat. 
It must be submitted to parliament, 
but that means nothing at Ottawa. 
To vote the treaty down could not 
be done without voting the govern- 
ent out, and there are a number of 
difficulties in the way of that. But 
in Washington the handiwork of the 
executive is quite likely to be battered 
out of existence by congress, which 
is no respecter of secretaries of state 
and does not car@a hoot for the 
sensibilities of Willlam Howard Taft. 

In other words, the Canadian ne- 
gotiators are binding the Dominion to 
a tariff agreement, and Philander 
Knox is binding nobody at all. To 
put it another way, if the agreement 
is found to be largely in the United 
States favor, the parliament of Can- 
ada 's hel) Jess, whereas, in the even 
of the Céradian ministers having 
taken the United States into camp, 
the United States is under no obli- 
gations t> stav.

LYNCHED BY A MOB 


Sheri Has no Hope of Wentifying 
the Men Who Raided Jail at Shel- 
byville, Kentucky, and Put Blacks 
to Death for Alleged Attack, 
Shelbyville, Ky., Jan. 19—Admitting 

that they have little hope of identify- 
ing the members of the mob that took 
three negroes from jail here and 
lynched them, both Sheriff Perkins 
und Coroner Bullock today began an 
investigation. The body of one of the 
negroes had not been found when the 
investigation began and officers were 
sent out to search for it 

The mob stormed the jail early 
terday, The members worked quietly 
going to the jail after the engineer 
of the city electric plant had been 
compelled to shut off the power, leav- 
ing:the streets in darkness, The lead- 
ers of the mob, without firing a shot, 
battered down the jail doors and took 
cut the three negroes, leaving four 
other prisoners unmolested. 

Eugene Marshall, charged with the 
murder of a negress, was one of the 
victims. He was hanged to a railway 
bridge. Wade Patters, another ne- 
gro, charged with an attack on a 
white woman, was shot to death and 
his body thrown into Clay Creek. Jas 
West, the third negro taken from the 
jail, was killed, the authorities be- 
lieve.

FLEW FROM LAND 0 
THE DECK OF CRUISER 


Remarkable Performance of Aviator 
Miy at San Francisco—Fiew Across 


Bay to tho Pennsylrania—Alight- 
ed Without Mishap—Mede Return 
Trip. 


Sean Francisco, Jan. 18—-Flying a 
Curtias bi-plane, Eugene B. Ely, to- 
day attained successfully the deck of 
« erulver and an hour later left the 
vespel and flew twelve miles across 
the bay. The feat was accomplished 
without mishap and the seeming ease 
of the performance lessened the spec- 
tacular effect. 

Hiy's flight was a leading feature 
of the programme of the aviation

Ottawa, Jan. 18—In the Senate to- 
day, a bill introduced by Senator Cho- 
quette, was given its first reading, It 


provides that When a judge is ap- 
pointed a  lieutenant-governor = his 
tlme shall rum on for pension pur- 
poses just as is the case with the 
chairmanship of a commission, 
Senator Davis moved second read- 


ing of his bill to remove from parlia- 
ment the practice of incorporating 
railroads by a private bill and have 
charters hereafter issued by the state 
department on the recommendation 
of the Railway Comm ssion He main- 
tained the present system Was out of 
date and had led to «a large amount of 
useless legislation and character mon- 
jeering. ‘There were charters which 


had been kept. alive for twenty-five 
years and not a shovel of dirt had 
been moved. 


Encourages Bona Fide Builder. 

Senutor Davis said his bill gave full 
liberty for building a railroad any- 
where to people who had money and 
would show thelr good faith by de- 
positing with the Government a guar- 
untee of $500 a mile subject to for- 
felt, This would encourage the legiti- 
imate railroad builder and would put 
a check on the operations of the char- 
jter mongers, who were now going to 
Isngland to peddle valuable rights to 
| Englishmen, or stock in pauper com- 
panies to widows and orphans, The 
very fact that parliament gave these 
l‘audventurers charters gave them a 
lstanding and a basis upon which to 
conduct their operations. Senator 
Davis suid his plan would save par- | 
lament a good dea! of time.

IPAYS NO TAXES IN 
CITY OF WINNIPEG 


le P. Re PROPERTY HAS BEEN 
| EXEMIT FROM TAXES 


SINCE 1881, 


Winnipeg, Jan. 19—Although little 
has been said about it recently In the 
public press, it appears inevitable 
that within a few weeks the import- 
ant question of the exemption from 
taxation of all the property of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Within the 
city of Winnipeg will be formally 
raised, and the case may be carried 
though the lower courts to the iprivy 
counch before it is finally settled. © 

When exemption trom iaxation was 
granted to the railway company In 
September, 1881, by this city, it was 
not considered possible that within 
the life time of many of the voters, 
the amount involved would be large. 
At. that time the raliway company 
had practically no investment in the 
city, and a8 a matter of fact the pro- 
perty interests of the corporation ih 
Winnipeg remained smali for a num- 
ber of years. In the past decadé, 
howevet, a great change has’ occur- 
red. The real estate holdings of the 
company in the city have been largely 
increased, Costly structures have’ been 
erected, and betterments have: been 
made at a cost of hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars, The value of the 
holdings of this company in the city 
at the present time amount to a sum 
in-the neighborhood of $10,000,000 
one-half of this sum being represent- 
ed by the land and one-half by the 
buildings, 


$225,000 In Taxes. 

If the company Were to pay taxes 
on this sum as any Ordinary citizen 
does, the amount paid would be be- 
tween $200,000 and $225,000 annually, 
in 1881, when the agreement between 
the company and the city was made, 
a cash grant of $200,000 was arranged 
for. This was at the time considered 
to be a handsome sum, but the city is 
how allowing such an amount to the 
corporation every year. 

What this sum ‘means was vividly 
|pointed out to your correspondent by 
lan‘official of the company. The C.P.R. 
ihas in Canada eight general superih- 
jtendents-—to these men it pays $6,000 
a year each. It has under th@se gen- 
eral superintendents, district super- 
intendents to the number of 27—to 
tach of these men it pays $3,000 per 
annum, It thérefore appears ‘that 
through the exemption of its property 
in the City of Winnipeg alone the 
|Cahadian Pacific saves enough money 
te pay for all this work of superin- 
tendetice and to pay the salary of the 
president of $60,000 per annum, and 
still has thousands of dollars to 
spare. 


Endangered Privilege. 

The possibility that the Canadian 
Pacific . might take action whieh 
would result {n the forfelture of this 
valuable privilege was made apparent 
jrecently When it was suggested that 
a new union stockyard company 
should be formed and that the local 
yards of the C.P.R. should be moved 
frdm theif present location to a point 
on the éast side of the Red River 
within the city of St. Boniface, Plans 
for this new stock yard had been prac- 
tically completed, the company had 
been formed to handle the proposition, 
jand was bought at a cost of $206,000, 
when attention was called to the pro- 
jvision of the bylaw under which the 
jexemption from taxation was granted, 
In the preamble to this bylaw it is 
Stated thet the Canadian Pacific 
agreed to establish and continue their 
principal shops and stock yards with. 
in. the city of Winnipeg. The discoy- 
ery of this clause in the old bylaw ap- 
parently terminated all the plans of 
{the promoters of the Union Stock 
; Yards Company, the Canadian Pacific 
| taking the ground that it would not 
do anything, however desirable it 
might appear to endanger the valu- 
able privilege which it had in virtue 
f the exemption clause of the agret- 
;ment. 

Roblin to Protect Company. 

The question of exemption is now, 
however, renewed. The legislature 
will soon be in session and’ legisia- 
tion will withont question be intro- 
duced which will provide for the es- 
tablishment of a union stock yarda, 
It will be shown In the legislature 
that the yards of the Canadian Pa- 
ecifle Railway in Winnipeg are insuf- 
fielent and unsatisfactory and it will 
also be pointed out that these yards 
cannot be made perfectly satisfactory 
@ the shippers of the province any- 
|where inside the limits of the city. It 
}will be urged that the plans for a 
Satisfactory market and public abat- 
tolr cannot be made a success unless 
the three railways combine. The legis- 
lature will proceed on the assumption 
that in the interests of the live stock 
trade the new yards must be establish. 
ed in St. Boniface. It will according

SERIOUS DAMAGE FROM RAIN,

and issued to the chief of police. This

Upon the recommendation of Com. 
missioner Bouillon jt was decided to 
re-open with the C.P.R. the whole 
question of the plans for the approach 
to the high level bridge from the Ed- 
monton side. Investigations made by 
Commissioner Bouillon and the city 
engineer have resulted in the discov.
